(From Our Own Correspondent.! 
Ottawa, April 13. — At the time of 
writing prorogation day can by no moans 
be fixed. Next Saturday and on Easter 
Monday the ("ominous will Hit in order 
to facilitate the progress of business. 
Tho Ontario and Quebec members would 
have liked an opportunity to visit their 
homes but it was considered hardly fair 
to tlio liritish Columbia and Maritime 
Province members to compel them to 
wnste their timo for the convenience of 
those who aro within a day's railway 
journey of the capital, and accordingly 
the Easter recess will be of the briofest 
possible character. It is not known yet 
what Government measures will be j 
slaughtered. Some very useful bills 
have been put through, but it is hardly 
anticipated that nil the Government 
measures on the order paper can bo pas- 
sed this session. A good deal of oppo- 
sition has been manifested to tho bill in- 
troduced by Sir John Thompson re- 
specting bills of exchange and promis- 
sory notes— not on account of any 
defects in it, but booauso of its import- 
ant character it is contended that it 
would bo well, having once got the bill 
before the country, to let it drop for n 
year in order that it may bo thoroughly 
discussed outside by those interested. 

In addition to the Government bills 
there aro the supplementary estimates 
and the railway resolutions to come 
down. It may lie explained that there 
are two sots of supplementaries usually 
presented. Those which came down 
were for the current fiscal year ending 
.1 tine 30th next, but the principal ones 
are for the noxt fiscal year, and on these 
Messrs. Prior, Gordon, Mara, Barnard 
and Cliisholm found thoir hopes! 

AN IMPORTANT PROPOSAL. 

The live gentlemen above named as 
well as Senators Macdonald and Moid 
each received u lottar this week from 
Capt. John Irving, manager of the p. 
P. N. Co., to tho following offuot : 

I beg to call your attention to the fol- 
lowing facts : Tho Pacific ("oast SS. Co. 
are running a line of steamers from San 
Francisco to Victoria, Puget Sound and 
Alaska. Tho route taken from Victoria 
is through the inner channels, which oc- 
casions their steamers at times to use 
the different harbors on the route for an- 
chorage. The route taken also com- 
prises the best of tho scenery for the 
tourist travel, or the so-called Alaska 
excursion route ; tho only scenery of in- 
terest, after leaving li. C. being the 
glaciers of Alaska. 

If proper steps were taken, I havo no 
doubt that the Canadian government 
could manage with tho government of 
the United States for equal privileges 
being granted to Canadian vessels for 
the purpose of running to Alaska and 
taking in the glaciers on route to Sitka 
and return. 

We are anxious to place a steamer on 
this route for tourists. We would not 
interfere with the regular travel, or the 
regular commerce — simply taking tour- 
ists to Sitka and stopping in ( llacier Bay 
either in going up or returning. Tho 
baUnce of the trip would then be taken 
up i 15. C. waters, where tho scenery 
exosedi anything of tho kind in Alaska. 
1 ' is useless f,«c me to undertake any- 
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government took the ground that the 
prospectus did not compel the govern- 
ment to repurchase the bonds if they 
should go above par.

At the prosont time the freight 
charges on goods imported into Canadi 
other than from Great Britain areaddei 
to the invoice, duty being charged ol 
the goods, including freight. Thedepu 
tation represented that the change 
would cause much trouble and annoy- 
ance to importers and difficulties to cus- 
toms ollicials in passing entries. The 
importers say, that such an addition to 
the cost of British goods will involve 
quite ah increase iji the rates of duty 
thereon, and will amount to a discrimi- 
nation against trade with England. In- 
stead of purchasing direct from the 
factories of Leeds, Huddersiicld, Pais- 
ley, Sheffield and other manufacturing 
centres, as they havo been doing, im- 
porters may, it inland freights are added 
to tho cost of the goods, bo obliged to 
purchase from brokers in London and 
Liverpool. The Montreal men say they 
would rather submit to a slight increase 
of duty on British goods than have the 
inland freight charges added to their 
valuation. It is anticipated that tho 
obnoxious proposal will be dropped.

Kansas Citv, April 20. 
Oklahoma lino by courier via 
City, April 20. The boomers are in 
sight of their Eldorado at last. After 
a march of three .days over the muddy 
trails of the Cherokee strip, they halted 
at sundown within one hundred yards 
of the beautiful .'and of the Chickasaws. 
The first glimpse of a harbor light was 
never more welcome to the storm tossed 
sailor than was the rolling green plains 
of Oklahoma to the hardy crews of tho 
white topped prairie schooners. They 
entered with cheers and a volley of 
musketry, and other demonstrations of 
delight. Tho horsemen who have 
accompanied the long procession and the 
guides spurred their horses forward and 
dashed in upon soil which has been the 
happiest dream of tl loir lives, but they 
were promptly escorted to the wagons by 
Capt. Hayes' troopers and ordered to 
remain there until Monday, To-night 
the boomers are having a glorious jubila- 
tion. The old soldiers have formed a 
marching line, and are parading up and 
town the southern edge of the strip, 
singing war songs and discharging their 

volvers and rifles,

TUB CANADIAN CANALS. 

The St. Lawrence is a magnificent 
waterway, but itB utility is greatly im- 
paired by the series of rapids between 
Kingston and Montreal. Years ago, 
several canals were built to overcome 
these natural obstacles, but the progress 
of tho times and the demand for vessels 
of greater carrying capacity led to the 
adoption two years ago of the policy of 
deepening these canals to a uniform 
depth of fourteen feot, the depth of 
water prevailing hitherto being about 
eight feet. In supply on Thursday 
night four millions wore voted to carry 
on tile work, and in addition Mr. Foster 
stated nine millions more would be re- 
quired. From this date, therefore, 
thirteen millions more would be spent 
on onlargiug the St. Lawrence canals 
to a depth of fourteen feet. On the 
Saull Ste. Mario canal, connecting 
Lake Superior to Lake Huron, the 
expenditure will bo ?2,657,000. Sir 
Richard Cartwright expressed doubts 
as to the wisdom of deepening the St. 
Lawrence canals to fourteen feet, mid 
Mr. Shanley concurred with him, hold- 
ing that ocean vessels would never be 
aide to reach Lake Ontario. It was 
stated, however, that the mercantile in- 
terest unanimously favored the enlarge- 
ment, and on account of their represen- 
tations the policy hud been entered 
upon. 

T|IK ANTI-JESUIT AUITATION. 

For the present tho anti-Jesuit agita- 
tion appears to havo simmered down, 
but it promises to take definite shape in 
the formation of a liberation society or 
defence association for tho purpose of 
securing the entire separation of church 
and state. Kykert, the scrap hook 
orator, who has been condemned by 
nearly every Orange lodge in Ontario 
for his presumption in speaking in the 
recent debate "as an Orangeman," call- 
ed a meeting of his supporters a few 
nights ago at St. Catherines. Mr, 
Rykort did not have everything his own 
way — in short, thoro was a big row, and 
his brother members in the commons 
are condemning him for keeping alive 
the question and creating further strife 
on (he subject. Mr. K. SI White, M, 
I'., the genial "Hob" of the press gal- 
lery, is at present between his Satanic 
Majesty and the deep blue sea. There 
is a protest hanging over his head, and 
in the event of his being unseated, ho is 
a "goner" as member for Cardwell. 
Cardwcll is a thoroughly Orange consti- 
tuency, but having been elected to sup- 
port, "the old man," Mr. White voted 
against Col. O'Brien's resolution, and 
for this some of his constituents who 
helped to return him as a supporter of 
tho present administration aro Booking 
to condemn him.

Washington} April 20.— The morn- 
ings' mail delivered at the navy depart- 
ment to day brought two letters from 
Admiral Kimberly, referring to the 
wrecking of the American fleet at Apia. 
The first letter is dated Apia, March

of the navy. It is as follows: "I have 
to commend to the Government of the 
Uoited States the very great assistance 
we have received, in saving the public 
property from our wrecked vessels at 
tliis place, from Mataafa Malicton, who, 
without any request on my part, called 
on me personally and sent some hun- 
dreds of his men to assist our people in 
saving stores and materials from the 
wrecked vessels. Also, when the Nip- 
sic and Vandalia went on shore the nat- 
ives risked their lives to save those of 
our men who endeavored to reach the 
shore by swimming, and two of the Sa- 
tnoans lost their lives in these attempts. 
If some recognition of these services 
could be made, 1 think it would be ap- 
preciated very highly by the SamoailB, 
particularly as they have so generously

us." Under date of Apia, March 21st, 
Admiral Kimberly writes: "The Nipsic 
was got off last night and is now afloat 
without rudder or rudder post, and her 
crew is engaged in trying to get up her 
chains.

Ihree Million Dollars' Worth ol 
Property Swept Away, 



Workmen Jump From the Upper Storhs 
and Are Maimed and Wouuded- 
Four Lives host. 



The estimate of losses is as follows : 
The Rossiter stores, contents, §!)(H),fHM); 
the Wilcox company, stock, $4.">0,00();

Il is positively stated that four per- 
sons lost their lives, hut their iiiiines 
cannot be procured owing to the con- 
fusion. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
NEW YORK, April '2D.— The situation 
is not as bad as was at first feared. The 
New York Central foots up its loss at 
81,400,000, but more than half a million 
dollars worth of the burned property is 
useless to the company and need nut be 
replaced, Another half million and 
over is covered by insurance, so that the 
actual loss of the company is chiefly on 
freight, for which it is responsible, and 
is valued at about $300,000. Mr. De- 
pew said to a United Press reporter to- 
day, t hat the total loss will not be far 
from $3,000,000, "We figure that 
SI,-100,0(K) of that sum falls on the 
Xew York Central Railway. Business 
has changed materially since those big 
elevators were built, and it was intend- 
ed their big ocean steamers should go 
right up to load and unload, but they 
have not done so, and the old practice 
of loading by boats is unchanged and 
do not need them. liesides, the fount 
tions of the buildings are in one hundred 
feet of mud and sand, which would cost 
as much as the structures to be repaired. 
We find we can rebuild one elevator, 
which will be sufficient for all our wants 
and put ourselves in as good 
position as before the fire for half 
million dollars. Our insuranc 
is distributed among a large number of 
companies, and amounts to $280,000. 
The loss on the freight and property for 
which we are responsible is therefore 
our real loss, and we estimate that at 
$300,000. As far as our business is con- 
cerned, therefore, the covered piers for 
the west business were saved, the east- 
bound business wo can do as before on 
the West Shore road, in flouts, and in 
the traffic in outside grain we havo 
warehouses to take cavo of it. We 
will temporarily return to the old 
method, and this will involve 
some delay and inconvenience, but 
it will not be as great as at first sup- 
posed. We shall build one elevator at 
once. The storehouses between 59th 
and 60th streets will be rebuilt as soon 
as possible." An examination of the 
books made by order of President Do- 
pew this morning showed there were 
only 113,000 bushels of grain, chiefly 
oats and barley, in the two elevators. 
The value of the grain is not over 
(«)(), and it was all insured by the con- 
signees. Putting the loss of X. K. 
Fairbank, who a year ago leased Wil- 
cox's lard refinery, at S.'i00,(KXJ; and the 
destruction of property in Rossitcr's 
store at even half a million, it is likely 
that the total loss will not exceed $2,- 
250,000, Sparks from the fire were car- 
ried miles up town, and set fire to sev- 
eral buildings, but were extinguished 
without any very serious damage.

Henry Kenning, a workman in 
the Fairbank refinery, was killed by n 
jump he made from the third 
story window. Many others were 
injured by jumping out of thu 
building, and in the great confusion at- 
tending the conflagration, the names 
and extent of injuries of but very few 
were obtained. [tumors were rife nil | 
the morning that a number of workmen i 
had been caught and burned in the re- 
finery, but il has beetl impossible to 
verify them, 

Tho lire broke out in the south-east 
corner of the Fairbank refinery; how, 
nobody knows. It was an old building, 
soaked in grease, and was ill flames in 
an instant. Men were at work ill every 
story, and they dropped their fools anil 
ran to save their lives. The staircases 
were columns of flames, and the win 
dows presented the only means of escape.

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VERY IMPORTANT. 

We truBt that the Dominion Govern- 
ment is convinced that the people of 
British Columbia are in earnest in re 
quiring the subsidised steamer of the 
Canadian Pacific line to call at Victoria. 
It is difficult to understand why any ob- 
jection can be raised to this very reason - 
ahle request. Victoria is far-and-away 
the most important seaport of British 
Columbia. Its trade is many times of 
that of ali the others put together. It 
is most unreasonable to suppose thiU 
the steamers receiving aid from the Do- 
minion Treasury should be allowed to 
pass within gunshot of the principal 
commercial town of the province with- 
out calling. If this city did not lie in 
the track of the steamers it would not 
ho too much to ask that they he required 
to make it a port of call, but it being 
situated where the steamers can with 
hardly any inconvenience touch, their 
being allowed to pass it by has all the 
appearance of a preconcerted attempt to 
injure the port and to deprive it of its 
commercial importance. 

The Legislature of the province has 
done its duty in the matter. It has 
unanimously passed a resolution direct- 
ing tho attention of the Dominion 
Government to the subject, and request- 
ing it to use its influence to have justice 
done to Victoria in the premises. Tho 
representatives of the province in Otta- 
wa, particularly Col. Prior, have been 
diligent in representing the matter to 
the Ministers, ft is greatly to be re- 
gretted that Mr. E. C. Baker is not at 
the seat of ( iovernment to aid them with 
his voice and influence. In a matter of 
such importance to Victoria it is the 
duty of its representatives in Parliament 
to make every exertion to advance its 
interests. Nothing short of the inipos 
sible should have prevented Mr. Baker 
being in his place in Parliament aiding 
his colleagues ill getting justice done to 
his constituents. 

The excuse made for the Government 
that it has no power in the matter, that 
everything is in the hands of the Imperi- 
al authorities, cannot be regarded as 
sufficient. The Dominion gives 
proportionately a large sum to- 
wards subsidizing the line, and 
it should have some influence in the 
directum of the service. In no other 
particular is its interference required, 
and if it allows influences adverse to 
Victoria to prevail it cannot expect that 
its inhabitants will consider that it is 
desirous to promote their welfare. It is 
fully I llieved here that allowing the 
Paeili steamers to pass by Victoria 
withoi calling is part of a scheme con- 
cocted to injure Victoria and to build 
up Vancouver at its expense. Jsotliing 
that has been either said or done has 
proved that there are no grounds for 
that conviction. On the contrary, cir- 
cumstances warrant the conclusion. It 
is to be hoped that the Government will 
not regard the request to have the Pa- 
cific steamers call at Victoria as a trifle, 
which it. can afford to disregard and 
still count upon the support of the ma- 
jority of its electors. If it does so it 
will make a very serious mistake. 



THE FISHERIES OF THE 
Do MIX ION. 

We nee by the report of the Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries that the Do- 
minion fisheries of all kinds brought in 
817,418,510 to the people of tho Do- 
minion. The most important province 
in Canada irom the fisherman's point of 
view is Nova Scotia. The value of tho 
fish caught in tho waters of that pro 
vince was List year 87,817,030. New 
Brunswick conies next. Tho catch of 
that province is valued at 8:2,941 .SGIi. 
Then comes British Columbia. The 
value of the fish caught round its shores 
and in its rivers in 1888 is estimated at 
81,902,195. We Bee by this that this 
Province already takes third place, and 
its fisheries, except that of the salmon, 
have hardly begun to lie developed, its 
capabilities as a fishing country are 
simply incalculable. We confidently ex- 
pect to see the Province creeping up, 
until, in a very few years, compara- 
tively, its harvest (it the sea will be the 

most valuable of tho Dominion, if not of 
North America. When the Dominion 
undertakes in earnest to find out the 
extent of the wealth of British Co- 
lumbia waters the result will, if 
we are not very greatly mistaken, 
be a surprise to tho world. 
This work should he entered upon at 
onco. It is nut fair that the discovery 
of new fishing grounds should, as it has 
boon of late, left to private enterprise. 
Tin- value ol the fisheries of Quebec and 
Ontario is, us nearly as may be, equal. 
Tho worth ofQuebcc'B catch was ,K<j(), - 

<llL> and that of Ontario $1,839,809. 
Quebec lias a considerable extent of sea 

coast off which large quantities of fish 
are caught, while parts of Ontario's 
magnificent lakes swarm with fish, many 
of them largi> in size ami of delicious 
flavor. The fish caught in the waterH 
of Prince Edward Island are valued at 
8876,862. The inhabitants of that pro- 
vince find that it pays better to culti- 
vate its soil than to place too much 
dependence on an indust ry so precarious 
as fishing, lint the yield, considering 

the extent of the coast of the tight lit- 
tle island, is quite respectable. The 
value of Manitoba's catch was estimated 
at .5180,(177. 

The most valuable of the fish caught 
in Canadian waters is the cod. The 
worth of the catch of codfish hist year 
was estimated at $4,203,608, The 
herrii ; conies next. Last year's catch 
was - lued at 812,354,234, Then comes 
sahn. . valued at SI ,907,400. The com- 
paratiye value of the British Columbia 
salmon fishery is seen when it is remem- 
bered that 81,902,198 worth of salmon 



were caught in Hie waters of British 
Columbia last year. This nmkoo the 
value of tho salmon caught in other 
parts of Canada only ?5,208. 

Tho catch of 1888 was not no largo as 
tint of the preceding year. Nova 
Scotia was more than half a million 
short, and New Brunswick 8617,643. 
The decrease in Princo Edward Island 
was proportionately larger than in any 
of the other provinces. It amounted to 
$160,503. This was almost wholly ow- 
ing to tho failure of the lobster fishery. 
Many parts of the coast have been de- 
plorably overfished. Tho lobsters are 
not only less in size than they were a few- 
years ago, but thoy are much scarcer- 
Unless moans are takon to preserve the 
lobsters there they will in a few years 
disappear altogether. The decrease in 
British Columbia was less than in any of 
tho Maritime Provinces. It amounted 
to 872,691; The decrease was altogether 
in the catch of salmon. 

The figures of the report, show that 
there is no ground to apprehend that the 
salmon fishery of this province is becom- 
ing exhausted. We give below the pack 
in cases for the. last six years:

The differences are not greater in 

these sir years than can be accounted 
for by natural causes. It is not 
to ba expected that the run of 
salmon, oven if none were caught, 
would be tho same every year. As 
a matter of fact they are' not and never 
have been. An examination of the table 
shows that the number of canning estab- 
lishments were greater in 1883 than in 
1888. In tho former year there were re- 
turns from 24 canning establishments 
and in the latter there were only 21. 
The returns in the report are for thir- 
teen years. This result givc3 good 
grounds for concluding that if propc 
precautions are used the salmon fisher 
will be a permanent source of wealth t<> 
the province. But those precautions 
should not be neglected. Careful ob 
serrations should be mad.- every year 
by competent persons. Nothing should 
be done by guess-work or the rule of 
thumb. And those observations sciei 
tifically made should be the grouni 
work of the fishery regulations. The 
regulations should not be senselessly 
strict neither should they be unprovi- 
dently lax. The British Columbia sal- 
mon fishery should be carefully studied 
separate from the salmon fisheries oi 
the other side of the continent, and tin 
regulations for tho British Columbia sal 
mon fishery should be based upon dati 
obtained in British Columbia. 

We are glad to see that the Fishery 
Inspector in his report has adopted tin 
native namo "skil" for tho fat and de 
licious fish misnamed "black cod." He 
says that "these fish are without excep- 
tion considered by all authorities tl 
best fish taken out of t lie ocean. It is 
mistake to call them 'black cod,' and 1 
would recommend that the practice be 
discontinued by fishermen and dealers, 
as they neither look like the cod, nor 
are they in any way related to the 
"Gadus" family. The scientific name 
Anoplopoma Fimbria being so awkward 
to pronounce, I would recommend that 
hereafter they be simply known undei 
the native name of 'skil,' or that of Pa 
cifie mackerel might be adopted, as they 
are related to the Atka mackerel of 
Alaska. These fish are very rich and 
oily ; one weighing 2"> pounds will yield 
a quart of oil. " 



A NICE QUESTION. 

There was an interesting discussion in 
Parliament last week in connection with 
the terms of the issue of the three 
cent loan placed in London last year. 
The point as it appears to us was, is 
the Government hound to carry out the 
promises inado in the prospectus asking 
for a loan? If tho Government in its 
prospectus tells the public we want t 
borrow money for such a length of tim 
ou such and such terms, is it bound to 
carry out thoso tonus if In the bonds it 
issuos no mention iB made of one or 
more of them? A question of commer- 
cial morality is involved in the transac 
tiou, and in questions of morals tho 
plainest, tho most direct, and the simp] 
est way is nearly always the right one 
The whole mattor resolves itself into 
this, is a government which borrows 
money on a certain clear understanding 
under an obligation to bo as good as its 
word? Wo think that the answer of 
ninety-nine persons out of a hundred 
will be an affirmative one. 

The Government's prospectus con 
tained the following paragraph : 

"With the view of rendering tin 
sinking funds of tho various loans mon 
effective than heretofore, the Cunadiai 
Government intend to apply the sum: 
annually required for the reduction " 
the national debt in purchases of tin 
stock now offered. The amount at pre 
sent annually applied to the reductioi 
of the debt is about £359,000, and as the 
sinking fund is accumulative the 
amount yearly increases." 

Hero is the bond : 

"The Government of Canada hereby 
acknowledges to be indebted to the 
bearer in the sum of (£1,000, £500 or 
£100, as tho case may be) pounds sterl- 
ing, being part of the sum authorized to 
he raised in virtue of an Act of Parlia- 
ment of Canada passed in the 51st year 
of the reign of Her Majesty Queen Vic- 
toria, cap. 2, which sum the said Gov- 
ernment undertakes to pay on the 1st 
duly, 1938, at the office of Messrs. Bar- 
ing Brothers & Co., and Messrs. Mills, 
Currie A Co., in the city of London, in 
England, with interest in the meantime 
from the 1st July, I88S, at the rate of 
3 per cent, per annum, such interest 
being payable half yearly on the first 
days of January and July in each year 
at the same placoon presentation of the 
proper coupons hereunto annexed, The 
principal and interest of the above ere 
chargeable upon the Consolidated Reve- 
nue Fund of Canada under authority of 
the above Act." 

It will bo seen that there is no men- 
tion in tho bond of applying the sums 
annually required for the reduction of 
tho national debt to the reduction of tho 
loan of which it formed a part. The 
loan, the reader sees, was for fifty years, 
and its amount was twenty millions. 
Now, if the two millions or thereabouts 
promised in the prospectus is used every 
year in purchasing the stock thus issued, 
the whole of it would be bought up in 
ten years. So the loan was, according 
to the prospectus, really a ten years' 
loan. As the Government had in its 
prospectus bound itself to purchase two 
millions' worth of that stock ovory 
year, a good chance, it was o, in- 
tended, was extended to speculators 
to corner stock and sell it to thy Gov- 



eminent at high prices. The contention 
of the Government was that it was not 
bound by the prospectus, that it was 
only under obligation to fulfil tho con- 
ditions of tho bond. The question 
raised was an awkward one, and tho 
Finance Minister found himself in 
u lather unpleasant position. ' The 
Montreal Gazette, an out-and-out 
supporter of the Government, feel- 
ing tho embarrassment of the situation, 

said : 

At the same time it is to he regretted 
that so lax a clause was inserted in the 
prospectus, because it is always better 
to avoid having thrown upon the Gov- 
ernment the responsibility of interpret- 
tho terms of a loan, as set forth in 
the prospectus, in a modifying manner. 
Tho sinking fund obligations in all pre- 
ceding issues hail been explicitly stated; 
there could arise no controversy as to 
the meaning of the language, but in the 
prospectus of the 3 per cent, loan the 
intention is made to appear to employ 
some two millions annually in re-pur- 
chasing the stock without any qualifica- 
tion as to the price. The reason of this 
new- departure does not appear.

Tribute of Flowers to the Risen Lord- 
The Beautiful Decorations To-Day. 

In the Roman Catholic and Episcopal 
churohesof the world to-day, the festival 
of Easter is celebrated in part, by the de- 
coration of the churches with the fairtst 
dowers -the tribute of Nature to the 
risen Cord, Victorias church workers 
have this year displayed mure than their 
usual taste and ingenuity in the arrange- 
ment of the decorations, and all who 
to-day attend the services in either of 
the Episcopal or Roman Catholic 
churches cannot but be tilled with ad- 
miration ut the result of the labor of 
love. 

s r. john's ohukcii. 
The ladies of St. John's church, ill the 
decoration of the sacred edifice, have 
been busy for several days [last. It is 
always so hard to provide something 
new and yet as beautiful as the public 
expect to see in St. John's. Their labor 
is now complete, and the result is indeed 
charming. Over the altar is placed a 
natural cross of pure calla lilies, with 
their dark radiant leaves; while at the 
sides are grouped palms and forns, 
standing in large pots upon the (loor. 
The altar rail is covered with soft green 
moss, while from post to post extend 
festoons of the same velvety green, with 
bunches of narcissus in the centre. The 
choir rails arc also draped with moss, 
from out of which peep forth the while 
lilies of the wood. At 'he side of the 
chancel, the vestry screen has been 
marvellously transformed. The top is 
trimmed with moss, and the white flow- 
ers of the arbutus and the iris. Festoons 
of tho same beautiful Bowers are looped 
across the front, in the centre of which 
is placed n shield of green, about four 
feet in length by three in width. A 
cross beneath a crown, both formed of 
pure white daisies, stands out beautiful 
and distinct, in the centre of the mossy 
shield, at cither side of which are 
wreaths and graceful pillars, all formed 
of sweet wild lilies. The chancel screen it ■ 
self is him ever the masterpiece, for here it 
is that the most time lias been spent.
